WASHINGTON*. Dec. 17.—Mr. Springer 


had a full meeting of the committee on 
banking- and currency Saturday, and 
by a strict party vote decided to report 
at once to the house Secretary Car- 
lisle's currency bill. 
This arrange- 


ment was agreed npon Friday, and al- 
though the bill is still in a most incom- 
plete and unsatisfactory shape, the 
democrats will do everything possible 
to rush it through the house. 
Mr. 


Springer, however, will find it exceed 
ingly hard to push the bill as reported. 


Already a large number of the rat-m- 


bers have expressed their determina- 
tion to offer amendments lo the bill, 
and beyond ctoubt a number of them 
will be tacked onto the bill, and thus 
block its passage. 
Among the amend- 


ments now waiting to be introduced, 
and a number which will be proposed 
in the interests of a large number of 
small banks, whose capital is only £50,- 
000 or 8100.000. A large number of 
members of the house conduct or sup- 
port financially these small banks, and 
they propose by this amendment to 
oerrnit government bonds and ap- 
proved state bonds to be deposited by 
the banks as security for the circula- 
tion they issue. 


The amount of circulation to be is- 


sued is not to be proportional to the as- 
sets of the bank, as proposed in the 
Baltimore plan. The state bonds which 
are to be used by the banks to guaran- 
tee circulation are to be first approved 
by the secretary of the treasury and 
the controller of the currency.

0. D. Foster, a Gallant Soldier, 


Good Citizen and Official. 


The Popular Superintendent of the County 


Infirmary Died After Three Weeks' 


Suffering-A Child of W. ~L. Shep- 


herd and One of George Wagner. 


The many friends of Superintendent 


O. D. Foster, of the county infirmary, 
were grieved and saddened yesterday 
morning to hear of his death/which 
took place at the superintendent's resi- 
dence at the infirmary Sunday morning 
at half-past 1 o'clock. 


His death was the result of an illness 


of some three weeks' duration of heart 
trouble. Be has been suffering more 
or less from this disease since the civil 
war, it being caused by exposure during 
that conflict 
About a week ago he be- 


came alarmingly worse and for the 
past few days his life has been hanging 
by the merest thread. His suffering 
was acute and death was indeed a wel- 
come relief. 


Otha Davis Foster was born in Mays- 


vine, Mason county, Ky., Aug. 18, 1836, 
at which place he resided till 1848, when 
he moved to Black Oak Bottom, Ky. In 
March, 1S52, he moved to Washington 
townsliip, this county, and with the 
exception of a few years immediately 
following the close of the civil war 
which were spsnt in Missouri, he has 
lived in this county ever since. 


Upon the breaking out of the rebel- 


lion Mr. Foster was among the first to 
respond to President Lincoln's call for 
troops, enlistiug in Battery L, 1st Ohio 
Light Artillery, in January 1SC1, as a 
private. He served through the war 
and came out as 1st lieutenant of his 
company. He was a brave man and a 
gallant soldier, and had the esteem 
and respect of all his comrades. 


After the war closed Mr. Foster 


spent a couple of years in Missouri. 
He then moved back to Washington 
township, and remained there on a 
farm until 1SSO, when he became sup- 
rintendent of Cuppett & Webb's lum- 
ber yard, a position he filled with 
credit until March, 1SSS, when he was 
appointed superintendent of the county 
infirmary, a position he has filled con- 
tinuonsly ever since. 


Mr. Foster made a most excellent 


superintendent, filling the place to the 
entire satisfaction of the people, as was 
evidenced by his being retained year 
after year. 


He was married, September 9, I860, to 


Miss Lucinda Shaw, who survives him. 
Of this union six children were born, 
one died in infancy; Henry, who was 
drowned at the mouth of the Scioto 
river about 12 years ago, William, who 
nas been living some place in the West 
for the past three years; Otha D., Jr., 
of Portsmouth; Ora and James, who are 
at home. He leaves two brothers, 
Squire J. R, Foster, of Washington 
township; William Scott Foster, of this 
city, and Mrs. Emma Fyles, of Arkan- 
sas City, Ark. 


Mr. Foster was a member of the 


Scioto Lodge I. 0. O. F. and of the En- 
campement, and of Bailey PostG. A. R. 
3e was a conscientous Christian gentle- 
man and has been a member of the 
baptist church of this city since 1SS2, 


The funeral was held this afternoon 


at the late residence of the decesaed at

wounded and thirty prisoners.

Japanese captured 
four field guns. 


The Chinese prisoners say that Gen. 1 
had under him more than 4,000 Kerin 
troops, who are in every way superior 
to the Chinese soldiers. 


"Gen. Tachimi's brigade is now mov- 


ing- southward to turn back the Kerin 
fugitives. No news is obtainable from 
the left division of the first army, ow- 
ing to the interruption of telegraphic 
communication." 


The Central News correspondent in 


Shanghai says: "The first and second 
Japanese armies are reported to be 
suffering greatly from the cold. Chang 
Yiu Ktmg-, president of the board oi 
revenue, is said by native newpapars 
to have dispatched an ambassador to 
Japan with instructions to negotiate 
peace."
